NEW YEAR BRINGS 
- OLD AGE PENSION 
CHECKS TO 25,000 


Under New York State Law 
Average Monthly Payment 
Is $26.50. 


Speciat to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The ad- 


vent of the new year was a happy 


one for some 25,000 old men and 
women of this State, who received 
their first checks under the old age 
pension bill, which was signed by 
Gov. Roosevelt last year. The 
average monthly allowance is 
$26.60. In New York City it aver- 
ages $33. Of the thousands who 
will bené?it under this plan there 
is a larger majority of men than 
women. Because of their advanc- 
ing years many of these people 
would find it difficult to obtain 
work even in normal times and 
with the unemployment situation 
at its peak thousands of others 
have joined their ranks. 

All the persons benefited under 
the present law are 70 years old or 
more and they come from all 
classes of life. More than 31,000 
applications were filed with the as- 
sociation before the end.of Novem- 
ber and the New York City 
partment of Welfare reported a re- 
ceipt of £8 510 applications by 
Dev. 22. 


2000 APPLY FOR LOANS HERE 
ON SOLDIERS’ CERTIFICATES 


At One Time 200 Are in Line at 
Veterans’ Bureau; Extra 
Help Called In. 

Hundreds of former soldiers ap- 
plied at the United States Vet- 
erans’ Bureau at Vandeventer and 
Chouteau avenues today for new 
loans or extensions of old loans on 
their adjusted compensation  serv- 
ice certificates. At 1 o’clock this 
afternoon about 200 were in 
and employes of the Bureau esti- 
mated 2000 applications had been 
received. About 20 clerks from 
other Federal offices were assigned 
to the Bureau to help in the work. 

Most of the adjusted compensa- 
tion certificates were issued in 
1925 and acquired a loan value aft- 
er two years. It was. proyided 
that loans were to be renewed or 
paid at the first of each year. Cer- 
tificates, in the form of life insur- 
ance policies, have an average face 
value of $1586. " 


MEXICAN FREED FOR KILLING 
IN DEFENSE OF HIS HONOR 


Merchant Released Under New 
Code Which Recognizes Unwrit- 
ten Law and Abolishes Juries.

Ballasestin mortally wounded Mon-

The 
new penal code became effective 
just a year ago. It provoked con- 
siderable discussion at the time 
because of its recognition of the un- 
written law,’ and making it no of- 
fense for a desperately hungry man 
to rob once, and the elimination of 
juries.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 2. 


United States Marine detachments 
searched the hills near Achuara, 
Northern Nicaragua, today for the 
band of insurgents who Wednesday 


from ambush between Ocotal and 
Apali killed eight and wounded two 
10 marines. The 
bodies of the dead were mutilated. 

The patrol was repairing a new- 
ly erected telephone line. The 
Nicaraguans, who it is thought are 
commanded by Miguel Ortez, a 
lieutenant of Gen. Sandino, The 
two remaining members of the pa- 
trol were seriously injured.

Official Story of Attack. 


United States Marine headquar- 
ters gave this account of the at- 
tack: At 10:30 a. m. Wednesday a 
Marine patrol which was repairing 
a telephone line was suddenly fired 
upon from all sides, and that one 
Marine working.at the top of a 
pole, was killed in the first volley. 
The others immediately made de- 
fense, which lasted for two and 
one-half hours. Sergt. Arthur M. 
Palrang of Port Lyons, Colo., com- 
manding the patrol, ordered Hutch-> 
erson to attempt to reach Ocotal to 
get help, but in trying to pass 
through the ring of attackers he 
was wounded and incapacitated. 

The insurgent fire was infrequent 
but accurate, the Marines being 
gradually picked off. Private Jack- 
s0n was the last man standing; he 
was wounded and crawled into a 
nearby field to hide from the Nica- 
raguans. .A Nicaraguan farmer 
living nearby heard the firing and 
rodé to Ocotal and gave the alarm 
at about noon. Joseph J. Tavern 
with 25 men went immediately to 
the scene and removed the wound- 
ed to Ocotol and thence by air- 
plane Thursday, to Managua,

Admits Son Was Kidnaper. 

The elder Abernathy was taken 
to police headquarters at noon 
from his home on Enright av- 
enue. Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Lennon was summoned to be pres- 
ent at the afternoon interrogation 
of Abernathy. Prior to the ques- 
tioning, Abernathy had admitted 
to policeman that his 28-year-old 
son was the kidnaper but had not 
enlarged on the statement. 

The house on Bismark avenue, 
where the boy was held prisoner, is 
a low one-story structure on a 
large lot about 700 feet east of 
Berry road and an equal distance 
west of the convalescent home. 
Situated in a grove of trees, the 
house is reached by a winding road 
about 150 feet long. 

The interior of the house today 
bore the signs of a hurried de- 
parture by its occupants. In the 
living room, clothing, children’s 
toys and other articles were scat- 
tered on the floor in utter confue- 
sion, and on the kitchen table 
stood the remnants of an unfin- 
ished meal. 

Departure of Kidnaper’s Family. 

Charles Abernathy was last seen 
in the neighborhood of the house 
on Bismark avenue at 9 a. m. yes- 
terday as far as investigation has 
shown so far.

The tarpau- 
lin -which had covered his head 
was lying on the chair. 

In the livingroom were a Christ- 
mas tree decked with ornaments 
and electric bulbs, a heating stove 
with a pan of pig’s feet on top, a 
radio -and a motion picture 
projecting machine. A small ante- 
room contained a double-barreled 
shotgun, a sewing machine and a 
quantity of home-brew. In a 
dresser drawer was a passbook of 
the Bank of Webster Groves show- 
ing a deposit of $10 by C. Y: Ab- 
ernathy. 

Prosecutor Plans Action. 

There was no indication today 
that the Busch and Orthwein fam- 
ilies intended to depart from their 
intention, announced yesterday, of 
refraining from prosecution of the 
kidnaper if it was found that he 
was driven to crime by severe pov- 
erty. Prosecuting Attorney Castlen 
announced, however, that he would 
press prosecution and call wit- 
nesses before a grand jury if neces- 
sary.

Roy’ Yowell, in his father’s Lincoln 
sedan, was on the way at the time 
to the home of his grandfather, 
August A. Busch, to spend New 
Year's eve with him. 

According to the story told by 
both Yowell and the boy, a man, 
presumed at the time to be a Ne- 
gro, ran from some trees near the 
drive as Yowell sent his car up a 
steep incline to the concrete high- 
way. 

The chauffeur said the man ran 
behind the car, pointing a revolver 
through the rear window. Yowell 
stopped. The kidnaper covered 
him with a revolver,’ took $4.50 
proffered by the chauffeur, made 
him get out and drove south on 
Lindbergh boulevard with young 
Orthwein. 

After driving a short distance, 
the kidnaper turned the car around, 
drove past the Orthwein property 
to a point a quarter of a mile north 
of it, and there transferred the boy 
to another machine in which he 
drove him to the house in Webster 
Groves. 

Kidnaper’s Record. 

Charles Abernathy formerly was 
a real estate salesman. For several 
months, it was said, he had not 
been employed. He has been ar- 
rested twice for the possession of 
a revolver but both times has 
avoided prosecution by showing he 
was a deputy of former Constable 
Langston Harrison of the Fourth 
Justice of the Peace District. On 
the firgt occasion, in July 1924, he 
was taken to headquarters. after 
policemen stopped him for ques- 
tioning and found a revolver in his 
mathine, 

In 1925 he was arrested in front 
of: 4001 Page boulevard after an 
altercation with a resident of the 
neighborhood. On that occasion, 
the police were told, the resident 
had protested against what he 
thought to be Abernathy’s intention 
of renting property in the neigh- 
borhood to Negroes and Abernathy 
had drawn a revolver. 

Charlies Abernathy’s younger 
brother, Durwood, about 17 years 
old, reported to police headquar- 
ters this afternoon and asked po- 
licemen whether they wanted to 
question him. He said he did not 
live with his father and knew noth- 
ing about the connection of his 
brother with the kidnaping until he 
read about it.

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British Troops Tell of Sacking 
Rebel Stronghold, Burn- 
ing Palace. 


By the Associated Press. 

RANGOON, Burma, Jan, ?.— 
The mysterious “man who would 
be King,”’ who directed the recent 
series of savage raids on Burmese 
jungle villages, is thought to have 
been killed by Government troops 
which returned here today after 
sacking the rebel stronghold and 
burning an almost impregnable 
palace. 

The soldiers told , of hacking 
their way at dusk through an al- 
most impassable jungle to a hidden 
palace, This they captured after a 
stiff engagement in which 30 of the 
blue pajama-uniformed rebels were 
killed and one British soldier was 
slightly wounded.. 

In the palace was the body of a 
tall, muscular fair-complexioned 
Burman, and on his head a royal 
turban. He had wasted away with 
fever. He apparently had been di- 
recting the rebel troops to the last. 

In other rooms of the palace were 
found cartridges, dynamite and 
gasoline. These the British had 
confiscated, then fired the struc- 
ture. They returned through the 
jungle without discovering the 
identity of the sinister figure whose 
generalship the savage warriors 
caused terror in many jungle vil- 
lages. 

Scattered remnants of the rebel 
forces are still being pursued,

The 
Republic has novarmy or navy and 
the maintenance of order rests 
upon the police force, an official 
body organized and still directed by 
American officers. 

Under the treaty with the United 
States, the latter Government pro- 
tects the: Panama Republic from 
foreign aggression and intervenes 
in case of serious domestic strife, 
on the call of the President of 
Panama. 

Political unrest, which was wide- 
spread in Latin America last year, 
extended to Panama last fall when 
dissension arose among members 
of the Cabinet of five Ministers, 
Four of the Ministers resigned in 
protest against the activities of 
Jephtha B. Duncan, Secretary of 
Public Instruction. The Cabinet 
crisis was solved shortly afterward 
when Duncan was replaced, but 
the spirit of unrést was not en- 
tirely eliminated. 

When Arosemena rode into of- 
fice on a Liberal landslide he car- 
ried with him control of the Na- 
tional Assembly. The election was 
without disturbance although dur- 
ing the campaign there had been 
considerable opposition from the 
Conservative Labor and the Young 
Independent parties. The former 
was strongest in Colon and 
Young Independent vote was large- 
ly confined to Panama City.

REFEREE FOR REMOVAL 
OF NEW YORK JUDGE 


Recommends Ouster of Magis- 
trate Brodsky, Under Inquiry 
for Stock Speculations. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 2?2.—Referee 
Samuel Seabury, in charge of an 
Appellate Division inquiry into the 
lower cou of New York, recom- 
mended to the Appellate Justices 
today that Magistrate Isuis B. 
Brodsky be removed from office. 
Brodsky is reputed to be the 
richest magistrate in New York. 
Isidore J. Kresel, special counsel 
in the magistrate’s inquiry, has 
been investigating his bank and 
brokerage accounts. 

Last month the Magistrate issued 
a general defense of his accounts 
after questioning brought out al- 
legations that his account in one 
stock brokerage firm was guaran- 
teed by a man who was arraigned 
before him and discharged. 
Further allegations were that a 
reputed gambler who boasted to 
police no judge would hold him, 
made the boast good when ar- 
raigned before Brodsky; that the 
magistrate had invested $3,517,000 
in stocks in 1925, with a loss of 
$116,000 and that he carried one 
account in the name of his secre- 
tary. 

“The statute prohibiting a Mag- 
istrate from engaging in business 
would be an empty sound if the 
numerous business and commercial 
pursuits in which Magistrate Brod- 
sky indulged are not held within 


its purview,” said SeabuPy’s 
opinion. 
Brodsky last fall ran for Con- 


gress in the Seventeenth District on 
the Democratic ticket, but was de- | 
feated by Representative Ruth’ 
Pratt (Rep.), in a race in which 
Heywood Broun, newspaper man, 
running as a Socialist, was a low 
third.

IEALOUS SUITOR SOUGHT 
IN MURDER OF GIRL 


Washington Police  Inspéet 
Diary of Young Woman Shot 
in Head When Sleeping. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Why 
Beulah Limerick was shot to death 
and by whom still puzzled Washing- 
ton police today, two days after an 
undertaker accidentally discovered 
a bullet hole at the back of her 
head. 

The authorities had released 20 
persons questioned since the girl 
was found dead Wednesday, but 


they held her brother, Vernon Lim- 
erick: Richard Reed, who lived at 
their house, and Edward Paddy, 
who had been her escort at a dance 
Tuesday night. 

A jealous suitor perhaps killed 
her, police thought, and they 
studied a long list of ‘her intimate 
friends. They studied, too, a diary 
the 19-year-old girl had kept. It 
containedy they said. many~ frank 
references to several boy friends. 

The story of the three men, as po- 
lice told it, was that Paddy took 
the girl home from the dance about 
1:30 o’clock Wednesday morning. 
Vernon Limerick went down from 
his third-floor room and _ talked 
with them awhile. Reed was asleep 
then, but arose about 4:45, went 
down, as was his practice, to light 
a fire in Beulah’s room. She lay on 
her side, the covers over her head, 
he said, and he did not disturb her. 
Soon he went to his work at a fill- 
ing station. 

Vernon took up the story. His 
alarm clock rang at 8:30. He called 
to his sister, and, receiving no an- 
swer, went down to her room. She 
was on her back, the covers drawn. 
back to her waist. He could not 
arouse her and went to his mother’s 
apartment, some distance off, for 
aid. 

About 10 o’clock he called a hos- 
pital. -An interne arrived and, no- 
ticing blood flecks at the girl's 
mouth, pronounced her dead from 
hemorrhage. A routine death cer- 
tificate was issued. Late that eve- 
ning the undertaker discovéred the 
bullet hole. Police found four re- 
volvers in the home or premises 
frequented by the Limericks, but 
none would fit the bullet found in: 
her head.

Senator-Elect ak Peuins to 
Chinese Retaliation 
Against U. S. in Raising 
Duties. 

By CHARLES G. ROSS

the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Repre- 
sentative Cordell Hull, Senator- 
elect from Tennessee, who has long 
been recognized as one of the out- 
standing Democratic authorities on 
the tariff and fiscal matters gen- 
erally, declared in a statemént to- 
day that the stampede to prohib- 
itive tariffs, under the leadership 
of the United States, was the “ma- 
jor factor in present conditions of 
depression and over-production.” 

Hull said that what the United 
States needed today, instead of 
makeshift remedies for industrial 
ills, was the adoption of a policy, 
“behind more competent and sound 
leadership,” that would halt the 
world-wide eormm ate for higher 
tariffs. 

The statement of the Tennes- 
seean was prompted by the news 
that China has set up drastic re- 
taliatory duties against American 
goods. 

“Even China, long regarded as 
the most docile‘of our customers,” 
said Hull, “has come back on us 
with a counter blast to our Smoot- 
Grundy tariff. 

Shanghai Merchants Blue. 

“The cable records dismay 


‘tamong the Shanghai merchants at 


the exactions imposed by the Nan- 
king Government, apparently as 
deep and distressing as that of our 
own business people at the tower- 
ing bill imposed on us by the Hoov- 
er administration, Doubtless some 
Nanking Smoot is explaining that 
the new tariff over there is a grand 
thing and that except for it Chinese 
business would be deeper in the 
doldrums than it is. 

“A partial list of the articles 
upon which large increases of rates 
were made, as cabled here, shows 
that the principal exports from the 
United States to the Chinese 
provinces under the Nanking Gov- 
ernment are hard hit. These ex- 
ports include leaf tobacco, cigar- 
ettes, kerosene, lubricating oils, cot- 
ton goods, cotton clothing, automo- 
biles and trucks. 

“The rate on automobiles and 
parts is increased from 22% per 
cent to 30 per cent, cotton goods 
from 7% to 12% per cent, cotton 
clothing and haberdashery from 
12% to 25 per cent, motor trucks 
from 12% to 15 per cent, tobaccos 
and cigarettes from 40 to 50 per 
cent. 

“Other articles on which the du- 
ties have been raised are toilet 
soap and matches, 10 to 30 per 
cent, tiles 10 to 12% per cent, dies 
17% to 25, carpets 17% to 40, and 
chinaware 7% to 40. 

“Flour, which is one of the prin- 
cipal exports from the United 
States to China, is on the free list. 

“All American sales and_  ship- 
ments of these commodities in Chi- 
na in the future, including even 
those at present on the high seas 
whose owners until two days ago 
were in blissful ignorance, will be 
subject to these new tariff boosts.

When by reason of patent tariff 
and trade barriers the various na- 
tions can no longer exchange their 
respective surpluses to an advan- 
tage, indudgtrial stagnation and eco- 
nomic collapse are inevitable, 

“This country today needs less 
talk about temporary, artificial 
and makeshift remedies for our in- 
dustrial trade and economic ills 
and a more serious effort, behind 
‘more competent and sound leader- 
ship, with vision to check the wild 
movement, under American lead- 
ership thus far, for still higher and 
more complete tariff obstructions, 
and hence to adopt a policy of 
tariff revision and commercial pol- 
icy that will face in the opposite 
direction.”’

R. Mursell, chief psychologist of 
the Ohio State Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare. 


Under religious trainirg, he in- 


cluded attendance at church and 
Sunday school, knowledge of the 
Bible, general attitude toward re- 
ligion and knowledge df the dif- 
ference between right and wrong 
The information was gained 
through tests given to about 600 
boys in an Ohio reform school and 
400 boys outside. Both groups 
ranged in age from 12 to 18. 


Mursell found the boys in reform 
school average about the same in

The number of automobile deaths 
in St. Louis during 1930 was 156, 
six less than in 1929, according 
to figures issued ‘yesterday by the 
St. Louis Safety Council, Only 21 
were deaths of children under 15 
years of age. : 

Pedestrians who were struck by 
automobiles numbered 117, persons 
killed in collisions 20, and the re- 
mainder were due to accidents in 
which automobiles were involved. 

An increase in automobile deaths 
is noted in the Coroner’s report 
which was issued yesterday, 174 be- 
ing recorded in 1930 and 172 in 
1929. The Coroner’s figures, how- 
ever, include the deaths at St. Louis 
of persons injured in the country 
surrounding St. Louis and brought 
here for treatment. 

In the Coroner's report are to be 
noted an increase in suicides from

prised foreign issues publicly of- 
fered and privately placed in the 
United States, as well as g0-called 
direct investments and the acquist- 
tion by American Investors of for- 
eign internal securities. 

The gross foreign investment 
last’ year, according to Winkler, | 
was $1,965,748,000, but this 
amount included $415,692,0090 re- 
paid or refunded to American im- 
vestors by foreign ‘governments, 
states, municipalities and corpora- 
tions. 

Commenting on the consequences 
of the increasing American invest- 
ments abroad, Dr. Winkler said: 
“The relatively and unexpectedly 
large amount of American funds 
placed abroad during the year that 
has just come to a close, should 
exert a very salutary effect upon 
the present economic conditions of 
the United States, since foreign in- 
vestments of a productive charac- 
ter are bound to result, sooner or 
later, In a proportionate inerease 
in foreign commerce.

American investments abroad, 
according to the Winkler § survey, 
have increased from $2,625,000.-

Declares Fascism Desires Prosperity and 
Tranquility for World, but Defends Train- 


Gives to Youth. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Jan. 2.—Benito Musso- 


lini, Italian Premier, spoke for 16 
minutes into a microphone here 
last evening in English, to an au- 
dience of millions. of Americans. 
He pointed out that he had 
fought in the ranks in the World 
War and was seriously wounded 
and asked how anyone with his 
experience could consider a future 
conflict without horror. 
He was emphatic in his assertion 
tht neithtr he nor his people de- 
sired another conflict of arms. 
He said that all reports to the 


contrary, the *man-power and eco- 
nomic forces of Italy stand solidly 
behind Fascism. 

The large emigration of Italians 
to the United States and of Amer- 
ican tourists to Italy, he declared, 
fosters friendship between the two 
countries. ; 


In conclusion, he said: “IT am 


confident that the peace of the 


world will be preserved and that 
before long a new era of prosperity 
will dawn.” 

Text of Speech. 
The text of Mussolini’s speech 
follows: 

“It is with reat pleasure that 
I avail myself of the ether waves 
to send my greetings to the 
American people and to express 
my warm feelings of friendship for 
their great republic. 

‘The friendship felt in Italy for 
the United States has its roots in 
history. It is the result of the 
large Italian emigration to your 
country of which several million 
Italians have become citizens; it 
has been fostered by American 
tourists who came in large num- 
bers to Italy where they have be- 
come acquainted not only with 
natural beauties and artistic treas- 
ures of our country but also with 
the industrious, well-disciplined 
people of modern Fascist Italy. 

“Intellectual contacts have 
grown up between our two peoples. 
Italians fully recognize the con- 
tribution made by the United 
States’ to modern progress. The 
name of Edison is familiar to us 
all; so in the field of letters and 
Philosophy are those of Longfel- 
low, Whitman, Poe, Mark Twain, 
William James. I myself am a 
great admirer Emerson and 
James. 

“In the field of statesmanship, 
Washington, Franklin and more 
lafety Roosevelt are names which 
ayouse our admiration. 

“We cannot conceive of modern 
history withoug the United States. 
Had they not brought their for- 
midable weight to bear on the sit- 
uation—moved thereto mainly by 
idealistic motives—the war would 
not have been won. Without their 
co-operation the world cannot re- 
cover from the post-war crisis, 
and their help is necessary if pros- 
perity is to return. 

“Before referring to some of the 
more urgent questions of the day 
I should like to contradict the 
many rumors spread abroad about 
Fascism and the danger it is sup- 
posed to represent for the peace of 
the world. Such accusations are 
sroundiess. Neither I nor my gov- 
ernment nor the Italian people de- 
sire to bring about a war. 

Knows What War Means. 

“TI fought in the war as a soldier 
in the ranks. I know what war 
means. Terrible memories of those 
years when whole generations of 
the youth of so many countries 
were laid low by the hail of lead 
has not been canceled from my 
mind. I myself was seriously 
wounded. In the years that have 
since elapsed and ct the present 
time both as man and as head of 
the Government, I have had be- 
fore me a panorama of political, 
economic and moral consequences 
of the war, and not in Italy alone. 
“How can anyone suppose that

would consider with anything but 
horror the prospect of another war, 
even if it were to arise between 
two countries only? A war nowa- 
days would inevitably. become a 
general war. Civilization itself 
would be endangered. New discov- 
eries of science would make a fu- 
ture war even more dreadful than 
the last. The danger .of death 
would not be reserved for fighters, 
but whole populations would be 
imperiled without the possibility of 
effective protection. 

“Italy — let me repeat it— will 
never take the initiative of starting 
awar. Italy needs peace; Fascism 
desires to secure for the Italian 
peope in co-operation with all 
other peoples of the world a future 
of prosperity and peace. 

Defends Training of . Youth. 

“The training we give our youth 
aims at making them strong and 
self-reliant, accustomed to. self- 
control, with a sense of responsi-- 
bility and discipline. | 

“Our trade relations with Russia 
are of economic value to us, but 
they do not affect our internal poli- 
cies. Fascism and bolshevism are 
still at the Antipodes both in the- 
ory and practice. Proof of this is 
afforded by appeals constantly sent 
out to the proletariat of the world 
by the Third International at Mos- 
cow to fight fascism to death. 

“T know that public opinion if 
America has watched recent devel- 
opments in Italy. The movement 
we set going by reducing salaries 
so as to secure a balanced budget 
has been successful, for retail 
prices have fallen. 

“On this occasion the co-opera- 
tive state has given striking proof 
of its efficiency for all categories 
of our people — manufacturers, 
workers, farmers, employes. 

Opposed to Dole. 

“Unemployment is causing anxie- 
ty in Italy as in all other coun- 
tries. We have half a mHlion un- 
employed at the present time, of 
whom 100,000 are women and 
250,000 come from agriculture and 
the building trades, where season- 
al unemployment prevails. I am 
opposed to the dole. I prefer relief 
in the form of public works which 
substantially increase the efficien- 
cy of our national economic equip- 
ment. The dole tends the worker 
to idleness. - 

“But notwithstanding unemploy- 
ment, peace and quiet - prevail 
throughout the country and among 
all classes. 

“All reports to the contrary are 
false. Eight million men and wom- 
en—all the man power and all the 
economic forces of the nation— 
stand solid behind Fascism. 

“No other regime in Europe rests 
on such broad and solid founda- 
tions. 

“The American people should 
believe in our friendship and in our 
earnest desire to be at peace with 
all the nations of the world. 

“I am confident that the peace 
of the world will be preserved and 
that before long a new era of pros- 
perity will dawn; and in this assur- 
ance I bid good-by to those who 
listened to my message, and beg to 
present my cordial regards to the 
President of your great republic.” 


Mussolini’s Speech Clearly Re- 
cetved in U. §8.,

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—Perfect 
transmission brought the voice of 
Premier Mussolini from Rome yes- 
terday in the best rebroadcast yet 
made from a European country.

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
BOSTON, Jan. 2. — William Z. 


Ripley, professor of political econ- 
omy at Harvard, and authority on 
American business institutions, in a 
statement calls the Eastern four- 
system rail merger plan “an act of 
economic statesmanship of the first 
order.” 

“Tt is not an overnight perform- 
ance,” he says, “neither on the part 
of the President nor of the railway 
executives, to meet even the exig- 
ency of widespread industrial de- 
pression, but it is the culmination 
of a number of tendencies which 
have become steadily more insis- 
tent ever since the World War. 

“Nor is the occurrence without 


precedent. President Wilson, al- 
most exactly 15 years ago, in a 
special message of Dec. 7 to Con- 
gress, set forth the ‘reason to 
fear that our railroads would not 
much longer be able to cope with 
the problems successfully as at 
present equipped and ¢o-ordinated.’ 
“The first fruits of this under- 
standing should be to put an end 
to a great waste of energy, both 
human and mechanical, to the end 
that that same effort may be de- 
voted to more constructive ends. 
“What is needed is a fairly well- 
balanced competition, which, after 
all, is the only sort of rivalry worth 
while. A race between a turtle and 
a hare is scarcely productive. The 
hare may seemingly win, but the 
turtle is, after all, the longer lived. 
Roads and Cities to Benefit. 
“It is intended by this agreement 
that these four great systemg shall 
have equality of opportunity that 
they may live at peace and strive 
alike under the given tariffs. Each 
of them will have access to coal, to 
the seaboard for export business, to 
great manufacturing and commer- 
cial centers, Pittsburg and Detroit 
for example; and every good-sized 
center shall have the. benefit of 
contact with at least two of the

four systems, or as many more as 


may be practicable, 

“This disposes in one big sweep 
of the hated ‘recapture’ clause. 
It insures stability of rates. It also 
gives the best possible guarantee 
that each road shall be kept ever 
on its toes to win and to hold a fair 
share of business on the merit of 
its own performance.” 

The Interest of Workers. 

Prof. Ripley, who worked as 
transportation expert with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission on 
the original consolidation plans, 
speaking of the effect of the pro- 
posed merger on the railroad work- 
ers, said he believed “the interest 
of such workers will be definitely 
safe guarded by the parties to this 
pact. But, quite apart from such 
assurance, the fact must be faced 
that it is only by some such means, 
not alone that even more general 
unemployment may be averted, but 
that the ground lost to the bus, the 
truck, the barge, the electric wire 
and the pipe line shall be r ed. 
The net effect of this unde d- 
ing must in the long run distinctly 
inure to the welfare of the train- 
men’s brotherhoods, the shopmen, 
the white-collar workers and the 
track hands alike.

Dr. Edwin P. Hubble of Mount 
Wilson Has Seen and Studied 
Observable Universe.

PASADENA, Cald., Jan. 2.—Dr. 
Albert Einstein today joined the 
men studying the behavior of a 
universe to the structure of which 
they ‘say his relativity theory ap- 
pears to offer a clew. 

These men, earnest workers of 


the Carnegie Institution of Wash- 
ington, have the world's largest 
telescope—a 100-inch reflecting 
mirror—at Mount Wilson. 

This observatory, an attraction 
for the master mathematician and 
physicist, is investigating the uni- 
verse, studying its parts, its struc- 
ture and its behavior. Since no one 
institution can hope to cover the 
whole of the subject, Mount Wil- 
son, having the world’s largest tele- 
scope, devotes most of its time to 
the remote regions.

The sun, a typical star and by 
far the nearest of them all, is 
studied intensively. 

Dr. Einstein at one time formed 
a mental picture of the cosmos, a 
mathematical concept developed by 
calculation.

VEN after the deflation of 1920 we 


had outstanding the enormous sum of 
$3,404,000,000 as cash in circulation. This 
was backed up by gold holdings of $2.- 
059,333,000. Today we kcyve over three 
billions in gold, with only $1,364,000,000 
Federal Reserve Bank currency outétand- 
ing. In round numbers, we have about 
two billions less in circulation today, In 
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December, 1920, we had about $57 per 
capita in circulation, while today we 
have about $37, a loss of $20 per capita. 

Banks of issue have pursued a policy 
of deflation since Mr. Mellon has been 
in office. It is their functional right to 
inflate or deflate, but they have no right 
to deflate to such an extent as to make 
the people pay off the bonded war debts 
of sixteen billions with a more valu- 
able dollar than was in circulation in 
1920. Money measures all values and 
this deflation has brought about the 
ruinous condition that now exists, Money 
is now cheap in New York City because 
the powers that be ruined business with 
their deflation and now seek, by lowering 
interest rates, to revive the things they 
have killed, ; 

The next worst thing to deflation was 
the issuing of billions of dollars of 
watered: stock to sell to a foolish set of 
stock gamblers. Then the next worst 
thing was the robber tariff bill. 

The Republican party calls present 
conditions a depression, whereas if the 
Democrats had been in power for the last 
10 years it would have been called a 
panic. Might just as well tell me*that

He 
warned Congress that such a concession to one com- 
modity would “create a precedent which could, and 
undoubtedly would, be pleaded for the extension of 
the same privilege to other commodities.” Asserting 
that the proposed privilege would not appreciably af- 
fect the market for corn, he closed his argument with 
these wise words: “The multiplication of such 
amendments (as the Capper bill) would effectively re- 
peal our Federal food law.” 

Such was Secretary Hyde’s position in December 
a@ year ago. In that position he was carrying on the 
precedent of his predecessor, Secretary Jardine, who, 
in 1926, opposed an amendment similar in purpose 
to the Capper bill, for the reason that it “might le 
galize deceptiv¢g trade practices and undermine a law 
so vitally calgulated to preserve the health and wel- 
fare of the public as I believe the pure food and 
drugs act does.” 

Mr. Hyde has now completely reversed himself. 
He’ says corn sugar is a wholesome food product. 
Nobody questions it. He cites the necessity of stim- 
ulating the use of ¢orn and thus helping the farm- 
er. Nobody questions that fact; on the contrary, 
everybody agrees with it earnestly and sympathet- 
ically. But his ewn unanswerable objection to the 
proposal remains unanswered—that this executive or- 
der will legalize deceptive labels, that it violates the 
basic principle of the pure food law, that it is an in- 
vitation to other interests to ask for the same privi- 
lege which, in his own prophecy, they will be sure 
to do; that it is the opening wedge which, in the end, 
will mean “effective repeal” of the pure food law. 

The prospect is disturbing. 
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THE CITY AND THE RYCKOFF CASE. 

The death of Contractor Ryckoff, who was indicted 
for overcharging the city on a lighting contract, ends 
the criminal phase of this municipal scandal. 

However, the city is stilljshort $157,065, and the 
matter of recovery is in the hands of the City 
Counselor, to whom it was referred by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. It. is, therefore, the 


obvious duty of the city to prosecute a civil suit 


against the contractor’s estate. If it has failed to do 
s0 up to this time because it awaited the outcome of 
@ criminal prosecution, there is no’ reason now to 
continue that delay. It is not merely that the tax- 
payers of the city are entitled to recovery of the 
overcharge. It is also important that the city should 
prove its competence honestly to expend the people’s 
money for public improvements. There will be other 
bond issues. The lighting system itself, which was 
to be put in for $8,000,000, will require another 
$4,000,000 bond issue before it is complete. Nothing 
could be more hurtful to municipal progress than 
that the taxpayers should feel uneasy about the 
vigilance of the city in the protection of such funds. 
The Ryckoff overcharge was confirmed by a survey 
of the work made and paid for by the municipality, 
and the city should lose no time in recovering it. 
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PROHIBITION AND THE LAYMAN. 
Answering the criticism by Stanley High, editor of 
the Christian Herald, that at the recent prohibition 
conference in Washington the talking was done by 
ministers and professional prohibitionists, while lay- 
men were singularly silent, the Rey. James K. Shields, 
superintendent of the New Jersey Anti-Saloon League, 
explains that the clergy is leading the defense for pro- 
hibition not because it wishes to do so but because 
laymen are wanting. He points out that in the 45 
states which have Anti-Saloon League superintend- 
ents 29 are ministers and 16 laymen. “The fact is 
that only a very few laymen would serve as superin- 
tendents,” he says. 

It is not apparent that there is any disagreement 
between the editor and the minister. Both are call- 
ing attention to one of the significant developments | 
in the prohibition movement. The layman and the 
clergyman have come to the parting of the ways. It 
was against the judgment of most laymen that the 
Washington conference should stand for strict en- 
forcement of the law after the November elections. 
In the judgment of laymen it was impracticable so 
to fly in the face of public opinion, so to insist upon 
an experiment that had proved a failure. The clergy- 
man and the layman have never been identical in the 


Prohibition movement. It is always so in every such 


movement. Withdrawal of the layman wrecked the 
Ku, Klux Klan, and withdrawal of the layman will 
wreck prohibition. The difference, of course, is that | 
such movements are usually the meal ticket of the 
clergy, whereas to the layman. they are no more than 
the herd instinct. The layman bore that same rela- 
tion to the Inquisition. He is always first to leave 
when the jig is up. The clergyman presents in every 
such instance the same phenomenon of obscurantism. 
The clergy might learn something from this, but 
we are afraid they will not. The sects which stayed 
out of the prohibition movement are in a much hap- 
plier position than those that went in. They can still 


work for temperance without having first to stope

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LET US HAVE LIGHT. 


Complaint that the stock fire and storm insurance 
companies are unjustly criticised for their failure 
promptly to refund some $15,000,000 to policy holders 
in view of the tediousness of such a refund is beside 
the point. | 

The point is that the refund is not being made 
under public scrutiny. The Insurance Commissioner 
several months ago requested that his department be 
apprised of the status of the refund, but he got only 
an oral report that the companies had up to that 
time refunded some $2,840,000. There remained ap- 
proximately $12,000,000 to be refunded, and nobody 
but the insurance companies knows anything about 
it. It is unfair to assume that to make. the refund 
secretly implies an indisposition upon the part of 
the companies to hunt very hard for some of the 
policy holders to whom the money is due, but it is 
an impropriety. The Insurance Department should 
be in a position to see that entire justice is done, 
and in our opinion the companies cannot afford to 
make the refund in any other way. The department 
was created for the protection of the policy holders, 
and it is not in disparagement of any honest insur- 
ance company to say that in this case they need it 
sorely. 


PORTO RICO’S PLAINT. 


From Porto Rico comes a rousing plea for ter- 
ritorial rights with respect to prohibition, similar in 
tenor to utterances on state rights from sovereign 
commonwealths of the Union. Prohibition has been a 
failure there, the Porto Rican resolution recites, and 
Congress is asked to grant autonomy on this matter. 
Is it not probable that some sage Porto Rican, after 
a visit to the neighboring Bahamas, has returned 
with an idea for the rehabilitation of his native do- 
main? While spiders spin undisturbed on Porto 
Rican wharves as the prices of the island’s chief 
products, sugar and coffee, go tobogganing, the Nas- 
sau piers are scenes of busy mercantile animation. 
While Gov. Roosevelt appeals to Congress and the 
Red Cross to succor his distressed people, the Ba- 
hamas revel in prosperity. Commercial figures give 
an inkling to the genesis of the Bahamas’ golden 
era: Imports $10,795,000, including liquors valued 
at $4,050,000; exports not announced. Since it is 
scarcely possible for a population of 55,000 to con- 
sume $4,050,000 worth of potent beverages, this must 
be the explanation of the busy shipping scenes along 
the Bahaman coast. 

Porto Rico, trodden under the heavy heel of eco- 
nomic depression, would redeem her. fortunes by a 
dip into the treasure chest of purveying to the land 
of Volstead by obtaining freedom from its arid law. 
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CHARLIE BECKER AND THE BROKERS. 


The Supreme Court has disapproved the action of 
Secretary of State Becker in citing six St. Louis 
brokerage firms for hearings looking toward the 
revocation of their licenses. We suppose no one, not 
even the brokerage firms, is more pleased with this 
ruling than Charlie Becker himself. Becker had ab- 
solutely no charges to make against the firms, and 
it was because of the absence of specific charges that 
the Supreme Court declined to countenance the in- 
vestigation. Moreover, Becker had no«intention of 
going ahead with his so-called “sweeping investiga- 
tion” of securities houses. His motive was merely to 
put on a grandstand play to divert public attention 
from the Young Bros. mess, in which he and Securi- 
ties Commissioner Stockard were so deeply mired. It 
was a typical exaniple of Becker’s stock strategy of 
carrying the war into Africa:

Loss of first rank in wealth, trade and power to U. S. causes British pessimism; observer 
finds things not as bad as they seem, however; nation heavily taxed, but less so 
than others; not living off its capital, as some charge; hope lies in reform of back- 
ward older industries; adjustntent and consolidation within 10 years predicted.

which has led the world in wealth, trade 

and power slips Into second place. The 
event has occurred in the lifetime of this 
generation, as everyone in America knows, 
since ‘it is America which has superseded 
Great Britain in first place. The event 
will be worth all the study it receives, 

Indifference of the British public and 
utter pessimism among almost all the think- 
ing British are two characteristics which 
make it difficult at first to gauge the ex- 
tent of British decline. If it was difficult 
in the years after the war, it becomes many 
times more so this year, with the added ef- 
fects of the world slump. Only an expert 
can distinguish between the hardships in- 
flicted by a world-wide condition and those 
due to inherent weakness. 

To hear the British is to think dolefully 
of the future of Britain. Few of them are 
reassuring, even the innumerable crusaders 
who are going to save the country. The 
English do not go in so much for evil 
forebodings as for general dismalness in 
their public utterances. Cheer and canfi- 
dence in the future are seldom expressed. 
The chairman of a national organization 
has to make an annual speech. He mounts 
the podium in a cloud of solemnity and 
relieves himself in more or less this vein: 

‘The British have gone so far with social 
services in comparison with their neighbors 
that their competitors will have greater re- 
sources on which to draw;. 2,000,000 unem- 
ployed are living ‘on the country’; the 
nation is living off its capital instéad of its 
income; and the great qualities of British 
character have been eradicated in a genera- 
tion.” If the speaker had added that the 
British are the most heavily taxed nation 
in the world, hence the most unfortunate, 
and then had lamented on the fall of ex- 
ports, as speakers usually do, it would make 
a fair symposium of the characteristic Brit- 
ish judgment on Britain. 

- * s 

Three of the statements are simply not 
true in fact. Britain's chief competitive 
neighbor is Germany, which maintains quite 
as elaborate social services, and is, besides, 
much poorer. France at the moment is in- 
creasing social services by introducing un- 
employment insurance. But even if France 
spent nothing on social services, and Britain 
continued at the present rate, British re- 
sources would still be nearly double those 
of France. 

The 2,000,000 unemployed are not living 
“on the country” but for the most part are 
drawing relief benefits from a fund to 
which. workers, employers and the state 
contribute one-third each. Some 100,000 of 
the unemployed have been, admitted to 
benefits by the present Government who 
have made less than 30 contributions ‘to 
the fund. What they receive is correctly 
a “dole.” All the remainder are drawing 
insurance benefits. 

Nor is it true that Great Britain is living 
off her capital. In only one year since the 
war (if then) have the British imported as 
much in goods and services as they have 
exported. And last year their surplus of 
exports over imports was larger than that 
of any other country in the world, not ex- 
cepting the United States, : 


[° DOES not happen often that a nation 


It is undeniable that Great Britain is a 
heavily taxed country, and her exports have 
declined. But the gloomy speech-makers 
never remind their listeners that heavy Yax- 
ation is not a proof of poverty, and can well 
be a proof of wealth. Per capita taxation 
in Great Britain is about double what it is 
in France. But the percentage of the na- 
tional income taken by the state is very 
nearly identical, The British hae twice as 
muck to tax. 

s * * 

As to exports, the pessimists have the 
figures on their side. But usually the cited 
figures give no guidance as to Brtiain’s 
relative position, which ig the important 
consideration. In 1913 Britain supplied 15.2 
per cent of the world’s export trade, in 1928 
this had fallen to 12.5 per cent. In 1913 
Britain ranked first, in 1928 second. The 
United States, on the other hand, ranked 
second in 1913 with 12.3 per cent and had 
come into first place in 1928 with 15.6 per 
cent. How were other countries faring? 
France, despite the possession of former 
German industries around the Brie Basin, 
lost .56 per cent, and Germany 2.4 per cefit. 

The charge that self-reliance had been 
eradicated in a single generation is so often 
made that it cannot be disregarded. Un- 
fortunately, there are no moral calipers for 
measuring a nation. But it can be said 
that a generation of compulsory education 
has already worked wonders in the British 
slums, not merely in the increase of knowl- 
edge, but in health and general  ell-being. 
The standard of life in the British working 
man’s home is higher today than at any 
previous time in British history, and higher 
than in any other European country. Few- 
er children are undernourished. Fewer 
mothers die in childbirth. Drunkenness and 
disease are subsiding. These are all physi- 
cal signs, but it would be a dox if the 
moral qualities were declini in a nation 
which had made such a distinct effort to 
increase its standard of life. 

_ It is on the industrial side of develop- 
ment that the British have held back. The 
younger industries, which could use new 
methods and new machines from the out- 
set, have prospered, and the credit belongs 
to them that Great Britain as a nation con- 
tinues to Increase in wealth. That the in- 
crease is not greater is the fault of the Vic. 
torian industries, which have clung to old 
methods and old machines. If the four 
great key industries of Britain in the last 
century had kept abreast with progress aft- 
er the war it is doubtful whether England 
would have yet slipped into second place.

Two of the key industries, coal and tex- 
tiles, supply well over one-third of the total 
unemployment. The fall in the exports of 
coal and cotton goods makes up the greater 


‘part of the decline in total British exports. 


The other two, iron-stee] and ships, do not 
employ so much labor, but they now are 
weak points in the British industrial struc- 
ture instead of towers of strength. Char- 
acteristic of each of these industries is the 
Victorian individualist system.

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Ke framed “at the expense of human 
Warrant to Be Issued Against 


James M. Brennan; House- 
wives Reported Him. 


A warrant charging James M. 
Brennan, manager of the William 
J. Brennan Grocery Co., 6130 Del- 
mar boulevard, with “advertising 
liquor,” will be issued today al- 
though under the Volstead act, 
which makes the advertisement an 


offense, he cannot be prosecuted 
for either possession or sale of the 
extracts and flavorings referred to. 
« The extracts sold, for the most 
part, are heavy sirups which 
agents declared were unpalatable 
and unfit for beverage purposes. 

West End housewives who are in 
sympathy with .the eighteenth 
amendment received the handbills 
which were distributed by the 
grocer, and reported this fact to 
the Anti-Saloon League. League of- 
ficilais then complained to the Dis- 
trict Attorney and Deputy ‘Prohi- 
bition Administrator Dillon sent an 
agent to the store. 

Section 17 of the. Volstead act 
provides that-.“advertising liquor” 
shall be unlawful but it is not stat- 
éd that the liquor must be intoxi- 
cating or for beverage purposes to 
be considered under the section. 

The handbill, printed .a red ink, 
stated that “gin, rum and brandy,” 
were for sale, not mentioning they 
were extracts, and Section 1 of the 
law states that the term, “liquor,” 
shall be used to refer to gin, rum, 
brandy and other specifically men- 
tioned beverages. 

While such extracts and flavor- 
ings have long been on sale _ at 
groceries and drug stores, no at- 
tempt to prosecute merchants for 
advertising them has been made, 
Federal authorities said. 

Brennan, who said he was not 
aware that he was violating the 
law, will appear at the Federal 
Building; today to give $1000 bond.

TRADE FALLS BACK 
TOLEVEL OF 1922 


World-Wide Price Reces- 
sions and Overproduction 
Factors in Decline of U. 
S. Business.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Dur- 
ing the closing months of 
1929 our export and import trade 
entered upon a decline which con- 
tinuéd throughout 1930 with the 
result that, after seven successive 
years of growth, our foreign trade 
figures fell back approximately to 
the 1922 levels. This reversal was 


due partly to declines in the actual. 


volume of trade and partly to 


world-wide price recessions which 
reduced the purchasing power of 
large areas to the lowest levels in 
years. Over-production in a num- 
ber of raw materials and food sup- 
plies, induced in part by temporar- 
ily successful price manipulation 
and in part by constantly increas- 
ing efficiency in production, had 
operated during recent years to:pile 
up huge surpluses which,it became 
inevitable, would eventually break 
through the existing price struc- 
ture. The sudden drop in purchas- 
ing power was passed on, during 
the*past year, from one market to 
another with the result that inter- 
national exchange took place on 
lower levels everywhere. 

It would be unwise to predict 
how long our foreign trade will

SNOWDEN TAKES 
OPTIMISTIC VIEW 
OF TRADE FUTURE 


British Chancellor Says 
There Is Plenty of Pur- 
chasing Power When 
Things Are Favorable.

LONDON, Jan. 2.—-Philip Snow- 


den, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
—the man who controls the purse- 
strings of the British Empire—is an 
optimist in a world of economic 
depression. 

With Prime Minister Ramsay 
MacDonald, Snowden wields the 
most influential power in the Brit- 


ish Government and, as 1931 ap- 
proaches, the Chanchellor has giv- 
en his views on the world situa- 
tion. ‘ 
“The abnormal volume of unem- 
ployment which has prevailed the 
last year is due, as President 
Hoover said in a message to Con- 
gress, to world causes over which 
one country alone has little or no 
control,” Snowden said. 

Nevertheless he has a feeling of 
optimism regarding the future of 
world trade in general and British 
trade in particular. 

He is confident the time will 
come when not only the manitude 
of Great Britain’s trade but of 
world trade will be so great that 
the world of today is unable to 
conceive it. 

The Chancellor asserted there is 
plenty of purchasing power and 
credit to be employed when things 
are favorable. : 

Pessimism has been overdone,” 
said Snowden, who deprecates this 
spirit which is abroad in England.

and thus reaSsure them, purchasing 
power will leap upward immediate- 
ly, and when the three months have 
passed, there will be no need for 
anyone to reduce forces. 

Col. Leonard P. Ayres of the 
Cleveland Trust Co., in a recent 
analysis said: “During the closing 
months of last year and the early 
months of this one we went 
through most of the phases of a 
normal minor reaction, even in- 
cluding the early symptoms of re- 
covery. Beginning with last sum- 
mer, we have been experiencing a 
major depression.” 

What Col. Ayres says of the coun- 
try as a whole is especially appli-

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The stock 
market painfully retraced its steps 
down the diminishing scale of share 
values during the past year to the 
point where its 1927-1829 ascent 
became steep and exciting. 

Despite injuries suffered in its 
tumble from the 1929 peak, the 
market courageously resumed its 
climb during early months of 1940, 
and actually had regained by April 
almost 60 per cent of the lost al- 
titude, but in its eagerness neg- 
lected to see gathering storm clouds 
of a major business depression. 

The market turned sharply down- 
ward in June, and as measured 
by share price indices, by De- 
cember had retraced its steps to 
the general price level of the spring 
of 1927: 

The average price of rail shares 
reached a level not seen in five 
years, while utilities fell back to 
prices of only about two and a half 
years ago. 

Although extreme depression of 
prices led to an assumption § in 
mahy quarters that the so-called 
common stock era was at an end, 
statistics do not as yet support such 
a conclusion. " 

Stock held in speculative brok- 
erage accounts has been drastically 
reduced in volume, but at the same 
time, lists of stockholders in indi- 
vidual corporations have increased 
to huge totals. 

Unwilling “Investors.” 

Tt is probable that many specula- 
tors have become investors against 
their wishes, that is, that they have 
decided to pay for their stock in 
full and take it out of their brok- 
ers’ hands with the determined in- 
tention of keeping it until it com- 
mands a price somewhere near that 
paid for it, no matter how long it 
may take. 

Brokers state, nevertheless, that 
a large section of the public has 
profited from the experiences of 
the past year and a half, and now 
is anxious to buy stocks at the bot- 
tom rather than the top. 

The result has been a small but 
steady stream of odd lot purchases 
during periods of extreme pressure 
against prices. . 

Still Double Values of 1925. 

A glance at the total quoted value 
of stocks listed on the New York 
Exchange shows that much re- 
mains of the great bull market 
which started in 1924, 

The latest figure, for Dec. 1, 
1930, shows a total quoted value of 
roughly $53,000,000,000. While this 
shows a shrinkage of some 40 per 
cent from the peak reached in an- 
tumn of 1929, it is still about dou- 
ble the quoted value of all listed 
shares at the beginning of 1925. 

In further efforts to gain the 
wider distribution of their shares, 
more of the large corporations split 
up their stocks, and these splitups, 
together with the sharp shrinkage 
of values, reduced the average 
price per share of stock listed on 
the New York Exchange to less 
than $40, the lowest level in years. 

Trading was fairly heavy in the 
first half of the year, and the mar. 
ket experienced one 8,000,000-share 
day, but nothing comparable to the 
12,000,000 and 16,000,000 share 
turnovers in November, 1929. 

The 1930 turnover on the stock 
exchange was about 810,000,000 
shares, against 1,126,068,620 -in 
1929, 
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SLUMP IN RUBBER TRADE 
RESULTS FROM AUTO DECLINE 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—Declining 
consumption and over-production 
combined to make 1930 an unprof- 
itable year for producers >and 
manufacturers of rubber, but they 
are hopeful.of better days in 1931. 

Depression in the automobile in- 
dustry caused @ corresponding de- 
pression among tire manufacturers 
resulting in a serious falling off of 
demand for crude rubber. About 
75 per cent of the rubber produced 
is used in the tire industry. 

Crude rubber during the year 
fell to a low of 7% cents @ pound, 
‘wlthough the’ cost of production is 
estimated from 12 to 15 cents.

Thinks Investment Houses and Public Will 
Be More Exacting Than in Past.

The year 1930 contains some- 
thing more than @ gloomy record 
of depression and its accompanying 
hardships of unemployment. and 
business inactivity. It has been 
nlso a valuable period of readjust- 
ment and reorganization. 

There is, it seems to me, a sub- 
stantial méasure of éncouragement 
in this situation, which is likely to 
be overlooked. These readjustment 
periods are painful. Therefore, 
while they are running their 
course, it is difficult to appreciate 
them at their true value, to realige 
that there is good in them. Also, 
in times such as these, it is quite 
usual for many to disregard the 
facts close at hand and scan the 
business horizon for an economic 
rainbow. 

Nevertheless, ’a period of read- 
justment forerOns busifiess recov- 
ery and the present readjustment 
has been in progress for more than 
a year. Whether the trough of 
the business depression will con- 
tinue through weeks or months of 
the new year, no one can say, but 
a comparison of the situation today 
with that in similar periods of the 
several major depressiong during 
the last 40 years, gives a very 
hopeful impression that the up- 
ward movement should not be far 
ghead, 

' Bond Market Developments. 

In the investment banking 
field, we find that an active de- 
mand for bonds developed prog- 
ressively during the first eight or 
nine months of the year, center- 
ing principally in the highest 
grade issues, The market for sec- 
ond grade issues lagged and dur- 


ing the last quarter of the year, 
influenced by reduced corporate 
earnings and a weak s.ock market, 
became very unsatisfactory. Even 
in the class of so-called Triple A 
bonds and “legals,” the market 
weakened, beginning in October, 
and some of the earlier gains have 
been reduced, but this is thought 
to be only a temporary movement, 
which will correct itéelf. 

There is evidence that funds 
are accumulating in substantial 
amounts, awaiting satisfactory 
avenues of investment. This sup- 
ports the conviction that as soon 
as business conditions show real 
improvement and confidence re- 
turns, we may expect a favorable 
effect upon bond prices Mean« 
while, there are available, without 
doubt, in the markets of this 
country, many sécurities of sound 
character which are selling below 
their true worth and which offer 
Sargain opportunities that will dis- 
appear when the forward move- 
ment in the investment market 
again develops. 

New Offerings Attractive. 

Looking ahead, I would say that 
the situation does not indicate a 
large volume of new financing 
during the early months of 19381, 
but there is reason to believe that 
the new offerings Will be of high 
average quality and attractive in 
terms. Both investment houses and 
the public will probably be more 
exacting in their requirements, as 
there “is a better appreciation of 
the difference between investment 
and speculation. 

Forttnately, thefte is ample cred- 
it available in our large commun- 
ities for every legitimate need of 
business and on very favorable 
terms. As a Whole, the financial 
condition of the country remains 
sound and there is ample basis to 
justify an optimistic attitude to- 


wards the future. 
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BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS 
GAIN. IN. RESOURGES 


Ample Funds on Hand to Meet 
Demands for 
Loans.

Building and loan associutions in 
St. Louis have combined resources 
of $$0,000,000, an increase of ap- 
proximately $2,100,000 for the year 
1930; for the State of Missouri, 
$211,000,000, an increase of $13,- 
000,000 for the year, and for the 
entire United States total resources 
of more than $9,000,000,000, an in- 
crease of more than $800,000,000,- 
000. 
Shortly after the stock market 
crash considerable funds were 
withdrawn from associations, but 
for the last nine months the situa- 
tion has so generally improved that 
emple funds are on hand in most 
associations to take care of all 
demands for loans. 

By far the greater part of the 
funds of associations is lent on 
small homes on the monthly pay- 
ment basis, and while in some in- 
stances real estate of this nature 
has been taken over under fore- 
closura, relatively the amount is 
very small. Few concerns have 
real estate on hand exceeding 4 per 
cent of total resources, most asso-~ 
clations showing less than 1 per 
cént. 

Real estate values from the re- 
Sale viewpoint have shown a no- 
ticeable shrinkage and loans are 
now made on a depreciated ap- 
praisal valuation.

creases Threefold During 
Depression—Rate of In- 
terest Only 4 Per Cent.

The serious dislocation which oct- 
curred in all lines of business in 
1930, especially in agriculture, has 
increased the demand for credit 
from the Federal’ Intermediate 
Credit Bank of St, Louis threefold 
as compared with that of 1929 and 
previous years, and more than ever 
before the bank has been able to 
extend its sphete of usefulhess. Due 


to the reduced income received by 
the farmer from the sale of his 
products,.the Federal Intermediate 
Credit Banks have had to supple- 
ment the credit facilities of local 
banking houses in order to take 
care of the legitimate credit needs 
of the farming population. 

That the Federal Intermediate 
Credit Bank of St. Louis has meas- 
ured up to its responsibilities dur- 
ing 1930 is attested by the fact 
that it lent more than $10,000,000 
to 7000 farmers, through co-opera- 
tive marketing associations, local 
banks and agricultural credit cor- 
porations. 

More than ever before those 
seeking to serve agricultural com- 
munities have become informed as 
to the availability of credit through 
the services of the Federal Inter- 
mediate Credit Bank, and the indi- 
cations are that 1931 will Bhow a 
still further increase in the use of 
this service, At the moment thefe 
are several agricultural credit cor- 
porations and livesteck loan. com- 
panies in the process of formation, 
and many rural banks, both State 
and National, are qualifying for 
the privilege of rediscounting or 
borrowing on their agricultural and 
livestock paper. 

The Interest rate charged bor- 
rowers who obtained loans from 
the Intermediate Credit Bank sBys- 
tem during 1930 was unusually 
low. The discount rate of the In- 
termediate Credit Bank of St. Louis 
was 4 per ceht for the larger part 
of the year. The financing houses

Light & Power Co. of the consump- 
tion of electricity in Greater St. 
Louis indicate a gain of 1 per cent 
for the year to Oct. 31, as compared 
to the same period of 1929. The 
earlier months of the year showed 
very substantial increases in elec- 
trical consumption, but these gains 
were not sustained during the last 
three months. 

4 Postal earnings, quite naturally, 
declined somewhat in sympathy 
with general business, being 5.6 per 
cent off for the first 11 months 
of the year.. Up to June 30 they 
were but 2.3 per cent behind last 
year. 

Some retailers have reported that 
the number of their transactions 
equaled or exceeded last year’s, 
However, when the lower price lev- 
els prevailing this year are con- 
sidered, the dollar volume of sales 
will not reach last year’s totals. 

Retail sales in dollar volume in 
St. Louis up to the commencement 
of the holiday buying, were run- 
ning 8.5 per cent behind last year. 


St. Louis Retail Conditions. 


Retail conditions in St. Louis 
were better than. in some other 
cities and decidedly better than in 
the average city. Many merchants’ 
shelves here are bare, and this con- 
diaion augurs well for substantial 
orders being placed by retailers 
now that Christmas is behind them. 

While the new motor vehicles 
licensed in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County for the first 11 months have 
not been up to expectations, being 
but 27,142, or 29.5 per cent, behind 
1929, it must be borne in mind that 
all tendencies are for automobile 
ownership to steadily increase and 
failure to purchase a normal num- 
ber of cars in one year means that, 
so far as whatever number of cars 
represent the deficiency, one year’s 
additional wear and depreciation 
has accumulated, and this deficien- 
cy must be made up later. History 
is repetitions arid the history of the 
automobile industry discloses that 
this condition has always prevailed. 
Gas tax collections show an increase 
in the use of automobiles, hence it 
is certain that St. Louisans have 
simply run the old car a year long- 
er than usual. We may, therefore, 
look for an improvement in auto- 
mobile sales in the coming months. 

Saving bank deposits have shown 
but a slight decrease in St. Louis 
since the depression, as has the 
volume of life insurance written. 
Christmas saving account payments 
were large this year, and most of 
this money is already filtering into 
trade channels. The maintenance 
and growth in these provisions for 
the future illustrate that the in- 
comes of the thrifty have not been 
seriously impaired. 

Building Activities. 

Building activities, as represented 
by building permits, have been dis- 
appointing in St. Louis this year. 
The total value of building permits 
to Nov. 30 was but $15,074,399, or 
41.8 per cent less than in the same 
period of 1929. It is noticeable, 
however, that some of the largest 
projects, both under @vay and pro- 
jected, have not been covered by 
permits thus far, or are of a char- 
acter that does not throw them in 
the permit classification. Only con- 
struction requiring a roof falls in 
the permit category. 

The Illinois Terminal ryroject, 
construction of approaches to the 
Free Bridge, the Globe-Democrat 
Building, Terminal Railroad Mer- 
chandise Mart, Phillips’ Petroleum 
distributing plant and several large 
city structures are byilding opera- 
tions under way or assured that 
will demand many workers in 1931. 

One outstanding feature of the 
construction industry during the 
last year has been the tremendous 
amount of State and county paving 
and road improvement work that 
has been done, both in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, as well as on 
the Illinois side of the river; an- 
other has been the pipe line activi- 
ty in the immediate St. Louis vicin- 
ity. . No less than three pipe line 
companies now have lines under 
construction in this vicinity.

per cent. All of these large cities, 
except Los Angeles, had a greater 
loss in building than St. Louis. 

Agriculture suffered two major 
setbacks in 1930, one because of 
the drouth and the other because 
of the extremely low prices which 
have prevailed for farm products. 

Production of Shoes. 

Authorities in the American shoe 
industry estimate the 1930 total 
shoe production at 305,000,000 
pairs, or 56,000,000 pairs less than 
in 1929. It has been an axjom of 
the shoe industry that whether 
times are good or bad, shoes are 
so much of a necessity that there 
is little variation in shoe consump- 
tion, and statistics fully support 
this. It is, therefore, evident that 
when the outgo of shoes in 1930 
decreased 56,000,000 pairs, mer- 
chants have depleted their stocks 
to the point where they cannot 
meet the demands of their trade, 
and that they must place substan- 
tial orders promptly. 

St. Louis houses accounted : for 
73,200,000 pairs, or 24.1 per cent 
of the total shoe production of the 
United States this year, which is 
13,800,000 pairs less than in 1929 
and Approximately 4,800,000 pairs 
less than in 1928. St. Louis houses 
produced the same relative propor- 
tion of the country’s total this year 
as last. 

Collections here in December 
showed some improvement over 
what they were in November, 


Met Different Situation. 


There should be considerable in- 
spiration and encouragement to St. 
Louis business men in the way this 
city has stood up under the depres- 
sion, because relatively St. Louis 
has a much more difficult situa- 
tion to face than the average city. 
Apart from the general causes 
which have blighted business na- 
tionally, there have been several 
adverse factors of a local nature 
which have seriously affected St. 
Louis and its trade territory. 

In the territory St. Louis serves, 
last summer’s drouth reached its 
greatest severity, and it seriously 
damaged or destroyed crops in 
those sections in which the distri- 
bution of St. Louis goods reach the 
greatest saturation. 

A substantial part of the pur- 
chasing power in our Southwestern 
towns and cities comes from rail- 
road payrolls and as railroad ton- 
nage has been off, forces have 
necessarily been reduced to the 
number of men needed to actually 
keep the roads running. Railroad 
workers are in the high wage class 
and the loss of their purchasing 
power is serious. 

The cessations of drilling in- the 
great oil fields of the Southwest, 
while desirable and necessary, has 
been, particularly hurtful to busi- 
ness. : 


Business Leaders Optimistic. 


The majority of business leaders, 
as well as the experts, believe that 
we are now reaching the bottom of 
this depression and that an upturn 
will commence to make itself evi- 
dent during the first or second 
quarter in 1931. Business feeling 
has been consistently at least three 
sub cellars below business volume. 
The facts have never warranted 
the gloom and defeatist attitude 
which has prevailed. Much of the 
depression has, ‘therefore, been 
purely psychological and our first 
great need in 1931 is to cast this 
aside, and at least raise our spirits 
to the same elevation as busifi 
Prices are reaching lgelie) ak 
which they will doubtless stabilize, 
and this should bring out much 
pent-up purchasing; home-con- 
struction and public building, to- 
gether with some types of com- 
mercial construction, should soon 
begin to show an accelerated pace 
and should be greatly aided by 
plentiful money and low construc- 
tion costs. Goods are sadly needed 
to replenish retailers’ stocks and 
substantial orders should be placed 
by them in the near future, and 
there are evidences that many 
firms have deferred making pur- 
chases and constructive moves un- 
til the turn of the year.

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SHOE INDUSTRY AIDED 
BY CUT IN PRODUCTION 


Retailers Get Chance to Clear 
Shelves and Prepare for New 
Stocks in 1931. 


By JOHN A. BUSH, 
President, Brown Shoe Company. 
The shoe production of the 
United States in 1930 was the low- 
est of any year since 1921. From 
the latest United States Govern- 
ment figures it is estimated that 
the production for 1930 will be 
about 305,000,000 pairs against 
361,000,000 pairs in 1929, a de- 
créase of mora than 65,000,009 
pairs, 

This reduction in output makes 
for a very healthy situation as 
stocks and retailers’ shelves are be- 
ing depleted, and these low stocks 
of shoes in the hands of both re- 
tailers and wholesalers will have to 
be replenished during 1931. 
American-made shoes are the 
greatest apparel value of “any 
article of clothing, and every pair 
of shoes passes through the hands 
of 150 workmen. Modern’ shoe 
machinery and volume production 
has made it possible to buy’ more 
for a dollar in footwear than at any 
time during the last 10 to 20 years. 
Factories making women’s 
novelty shoes usually have _ their 
best season from Jan. 1 until 
Easter. It is expected that such 
factories will be busy on Easter 
footwear immediately after the Na- 
tional Shoe Retailers’ Convention to 


be held the first week in January. 
Based on lower priced hides and 
other materials used in the mann- 
facture of shoes, nearly all large 
St. Louis houses have named lower 
prices for the new year, thus en- 
abling retailers to offer the best 
shoe values in a decade. This price 
adjustment should tend to looser 
purse strings and result in a larger 
volume. It should also stabilize 
shoe values as the new prices are 
figured on hides at prices as low as 
at any time since £921, at which 
time there were large accumula- 
tions of leather, which is not the 
case at the present time. 

The St. Louis shoe industry em- 
ploys about 60,000 persons. This 
vast army is made up of those who 
tan leather, those who make shoes, 


and those who distribute shoes in a/ 


wholesale way to the retailers of 
the land. 


One hundred factories are oper- 


ated by the manufacturers who 
comprise the shoe industry in the 
St. Louis zone, consisting of fac- 
tories in St. Louis proper and in 
towns adjacent to St..

LAND UTILIZATION

This Includes Classification

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Agri- 
culture suffered equally with in- 
dustry in the depression that held 
most of the world in its grip dur- 


ing 1930. Farm commodity prices 
on Nov. 15, 1930; averaged 33 
points lower than a year earlier. 
Reduced buying power narrowed 
the market more than the worst 
drouth in history reduced the sup- 
ply. The combination of reduced 
prices and reduced production car- 
ried farm income from the year’s 
production to a lower level than 
that recorded in any season since 
1921. 

The disappointing result will 
doubtless affect materially planting 
and breeding operations in 1931. 
From an aggregate gross income 
which is about 16 per cent below 
that of 1929 agriculture will not 
have much surplus for new cap- 
ital expenditures. Farm operations 
are likely, however, to be adjusted 
more carefully to marekt prospects 
than they ordinarily are. Farm ex- 
penditures should be lower in 1931 
than they were in 1930: and even 
a moderate improvement in the 
price situation would make the year 
better than its predecessor. 

Lower prices for farm products 
primarily reflected changes in de- 
mand, The year 1930 began with- 
out the prospect of increased agri- 
cultural surpluses, and the outlook 
was for a higher agricultural price 
level. This expectation had to be 
abandoned when world-wide busi- 
ness depression curtailed e buy- 
ing power of consumers. 

Effect of Previous Depressions. 

In glancing at the agricultural 
prospect for 1931, some improve- 
ment in the demand situation can 
be anticipate@ with reasonable as- 
surance. The history of previous 
economic depressions shows that 
consumer purchasing is always 
most reduced in their early stages. 
This is perhaps an inevitable reac- 
tion from the overspending that 


marks the last stages of booms. 
Construetive —action by public 
agencies, in this country as well 


as elsewhere, should help business 
and thus increase the demand for, 
farm products. 

Farmers, of-course, must deal 
mainly with the supply phase of 
their problem. Farm production 
not only in the United States, but 
throughout the world, has been 
excessive in many lines for years. 
Our surplus problem is largely a 
cumulative one. The world carry- 
over of wheat reached huge pro- 
portions after the bumper crop of 
1928.- Cotton production in the 
United States in 1930, though less 
than in 1929, remained more than 
ample, as may be judged from the 
fact that the farm price of cotton 
in October, 1930, averaged only 9.2 
cents a pound, compared with 17.5 
cents in October, 1929. . 

Production and Demand. 

Adjustments in supply, as well as 
restoration of the demand, are 
necessary to agricultural welfare. 
This is a truism that the present 
slump has caused many people to 
forget. They imagine that the 
failure of prices to advance in 
1930, when production was checked 
by drouth, shows that reduced 
production is not a remedy for 
low prices. That is, of course, an 
illogical conclusion. Production 
dropped heavily in some lines last 
year, but demand dropped _ still 
more. When markets’ shrink, 
from business depression or any 
other cause, farm production must 
be reduced more than would oth- 
erwise have been necessary. In 
other words the task of adjusting 
Production to demand is not 
changed in character, but simply 
made more difficult when trade 
depression’ is added to overpro- 
duction as a cause of surpluses. 

American agriculture could noi 
bave shortened sail in 1930 quick- 
ly enough to keep farm prices 
from falling. That is no proof, 
however, that shortening sail is a 
useless procedure in times of de- 
pression. Prices would undoubted- 
ly have gone lower last year had 
our production been normal. 

Recovery from the present de- 
pression will be the more rapid if 
farmers do not depend exclusively 
on the revival-of markets, but an- 
ticipate matters by cutting down 
their production.

Farm real estate values, though 
not regionally uniform in the di- 
rection or the extent of their 
movement during the last year, 
continued downward, considering 
the country as a whole.

tion of American cotton for the full 
calendar year of 1930 are not yet 
available, but from the returns for 
10 months it may be estimated that 
the world’s spinners have used only 
about 11,750,000 bales this last year 
against 14,791,000 in 1929.

around 15,650,000 bales, compared 
with 13,217,000 a year ago, an in- 
crease Of 18 per cent.

It is about the same story as may 


be told of many other commodities, 
and the reasons for the unhappy 
experience of the cotton trade in 
the last 12 months are largely the 
same as have produced similar con- 
ditions in other trades. The con- 


raction of buying power throughout 


the world through the stagnation 
of industry, the unemployment of 
millions of industrial wage earners, 
and the unremunerative prices for 


agricultural products made only an 
average supply of cotton too much 
for the world’s immediate needs. 
The rising volume of cotton pro- 
duction, particularly abroad, which 
had been readily senaggeingnal yhoo 
general business was on 
keel, suddenly became excessive. 
Pending the necessary restriction of 
output supplies piled up, and the 
price had to fall to a point where 
the risk of carrying the excess into 
another season would be assumed. 
In times like the present some 
light on future possibilities may be 
had by reviewing what has hap- 
rened following similar situations 
in past years. There have been 
numerous occasions when cotton 
tocks seemed mountain high, when 
production seemed to be far out- 
running consumption, and when 
the price of cotton was at a level 
which would not cover production 
costs in the most economical basis. 
Prices were well below the usual 
levels, as measured by averages of 
previous years, in the closing 
months of 1904, 1908, 1911, 1914, 
1920 and 1926. Follawing the large 
crop of 1920, the world used 132,- 
209,000 bales of American cotton 
in 1921-22, against 10,268,000 in 
1920-21. Finally, after the huge 
American crop in 1926, the world 
spun the unheard-of totals of 15,- 
748,000 bales in 1926-27, and 15,- 
576,000 in 1927-28. Since the world 
used only 18,021,000 bates of 
American cotton in the 1929-30 
season and its consumption in the 
first half of the 1930-31 season has 
been on an annual basis of only 
11,000,000 or 11,500,000 bales, it 
would seem clear that the world is 
now in a position to increase its 
consumtLtion of American cotton 
greatly, as soon as the _ general 
business depression is alleviated 
and confidence revives. Consump- 
tion of foreign cottons has _ in- 
creased, but not by any means 
enough to account for this great 
decrease in the use of American 
cotton. 


I feel that one m anticipate, 
with a high degree of confidence, 
that the present over-supply of 
cotton, which now looks so formid- 
able, will be reduced, as excessive 
supplies have been reduced in the 
past, through the combined opera- 
tion of smaller production and in- 
creased consumption. And with 
this will come recovery of prices.

Declining farm land values af- 


fected the credit status of farm- 
ers and forced many to reduce 
their mortgages though they were 
ill prepared to do so. The farm 
credit problem is not exclusively 
a problem in credit facilities. It 
is also a problem in risks. Its dual 
nature is evident from a study of 
the numerous bank failures that 
have taken place in recent years. 
More than 4000 banking institu- 
tions in the agricultural areas 
have closed their doors since the 
post-war depression began. The 
underlying cause was the _ agri- 
cultural depression, with its re- 
duced farm valuations. If the sup- 
ply of farm credit is to be ade- 
quate and the cost low, farmers 
and bankers must unite in action 
to lessen the hazards of the agri- 
cultural industry. 

Inflation Danger Past. 
Credit policy should not confine 
itself to the exercise of a legiti- 
mate influence upon the choice of 
farm enterprises, but should con- 
sider also the basic financial] struc- 
ture of agriculture. It is particu- 
larly important that moregage fi- 
nancing should be based on careful

Seven Points of Policy. 

Such a policy (1) calls for a 
scientific classification of our land 
resources, so that crop, pasture and 
forest requirements may be more 
efficiently met. Knowledge of land 
resources is indispensable to the 
wise direction of production, 
(2) The contraction of farm 
acreage is necessary in sOme areas, 
and a check upon its expansion is 
necessary in others. 
(3) Steps should be taken by 
public agencies, local, state or 
Federal to divert. tax delinquent 
lands or lands obviously submar- 
ginal for farming purposes to other 
than farm uses. 
(4) Our national reclamation 
policy should be reconciled with 
the need of restricting farm pro- 
duction. 
(&) Public reforestation 
be pushed. 
(6) Our public domain policy 
should serve equally the interest of 
the local farming and grazing in- 
dustry, the interests of agriculture 
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(7) Information should be niade.|

On the basis of quantity our ex- 
ports for the cufrent year have dé- 
clined about 20 per cent from last 
year’s high levels, Imports, which 
fel} off approximately 80 per cent 
in value from 1939, showed @ drop 
in quantity of only 156 per cent. 


Thus our purchases and .consump~- 


tion of foreign goods have fallen 
but little below the levels of ~ 
vious normél years. This great dis- 
parity between the value of our 
importa reflects the drastic price 
declines in raw materials, semi- 
manufactured products and food- 
stuffs, which constitute approxi- 
mately two-thirds of our total im- 
port volumé. © 
Amelioration Factors. 

While the forces of contraction 
were running their course the s6e- 
verity of the movement was hap- 
pily tempered by certain ameliora- 
tive factors. Last year, immediate- 
ly after the stock market crash, 
the President called a conference 
of business and labor leaders with 
a view to effecting the greatest 
possible degree of co-operation 
during the period of readjustment. 
The successful ovltcome of this and 
of later conferences is reflected in 
almost total absence of industrial 
disputes during the present year 
and in the maintainence of existing 
wage levels. Disturbances such as 
characterized previous periods of 
depression have not arisen this 
year, although the contraction of 
purchasing power and declining 
price levels have resulted in the 
curtailment of industrial opera- 
tiéns and the conséquent dis- 
charge of many workers. For the 
year a6 a whole factory employ- 
ment Was about 15 per cent below 
the high levels of the preceding 
year, but the decline in the number 
employed during the current year 
has been relatively far less than 
in similar preceding periods of de- 
presejon. Employers have evi- 
deneed @ conscious determination, 
so far as possible, to maintain 
thelr working forces by distribut- 
ing available work through part- 
time. 


Building operations generally 
have been sharply curtailed along 
with the contraction of industrial 
activity, but the effects of this 
shinkage in building have been 
teftipére@ by a more than ordinary 


volume Of constfuction on the part 


of publio vytilities and Federal, 
State and lécal governments. In 


accordance with the plans brought 
to iftuition by the White House 
conferehces, railroads and utilities 
set out Oh an expansion program 
which called for the expenditure 


of nearly three and a half billion 


dollars. At the same time public 


works and highway construction 


undertaken during the year aggre- 


gated a similar additional amount. 


The increase in such projects, it is 
estimated, has provided employ- 
ment for about 200,000 additional 


workers who would be otherwise ; 
unémployed. — 

Total new capital issues during 
1930 declined approximately 26 per 
cent as compared with the previ+ 
ous year. Foreign issues were con- 
fined almost entirely to the first 
half of the year and their later de- 
cline has closely reflected rapid 


strugtion, nani to approxi. 
eee Soot ged cent, was an impor- 
tant in the lower level of 
cApital issues. The initiation of an 
extensive public works program 
during the last few months has led 
to a marked ihérease in state and 
municipal issues during the clos- 
ing months of the year. 
In thé financial markets the past 
year hag been featured by a sub- 
stantial decline in security prices 
from the relatively high levels to 
which they recovered last spring. 
Brokers’ loans have beén liquidated 
since thé beginning of the year by 
approximately 40 per cent. The 
Vederal Reserve member banks 
have diminished their indebtedness 
to the reserve banks by almost 80 
per cent, a8 compared with 1929. 
Although. the effect of falling se- 
ourity price levels and unliquid 
portfolios have led to bank suspen- 
sions in cértain localities, the banks 
of the country generally are in @ 
strong position. 
Considerable encouragement is 
afforded by the fact that consumer 
buying has held up to relatively 
stable levels. Sales of department 
and other retail stores fot the year 
have fallen only 7 to 10 per cent 
below the large volume of 1929. 
About half of thia decline in dollar 
volume is attributable to the lower 
price levels for retail goods, so that 
the quantity of foods purchased by 
consumers has probably been only 
4 or 6&6 per cent less than in the 
preceding prosperous year. Whole- 
sale commodity prices, particularly 
prices of raw materials and agri- 
cultural products, have declined 
sharply during the past year and 
for the year as a whole averaged 
about 10 per cent under the 1929 
level, Accompanying their decline 
the cost. of living index has also 
fallen so that it is now about 6 
per cent below the level of a year 
Will Lead World. 

Earlier periods of depression, 
such as those of 1893 and 1921, 
were characterized in their later 
phases by the reaccumulation of 
savings which had been expended 
in the preceding boom period and 
by the wearing out of previously 
purchased goods, which caused a 
general buying movement on the 
part of the consuming public. That 
‘we are now approaching such a pe- 
riod is indicated by several sig- 
nificant facts. On the one hand 
savings deposits have beén pro- 
gressively accumulating, while busi- 
ness written by life insurance com- 
panies has been maintaining a 
fairly even pace and has reached a 
total for the year almost equal to 
the high level of 1929 and above 
the total for 1928. At the same 
time stocks of department stores 
have been sharply reduced and 
there are some evidences of recent 
expansion of retail buying. While 
it is iinpossible to forecast at what 
time unmistakable evidénces of im- 
provement in business will occur, 
it is clear that we have reached a 
point where cessation of further 
declines and beginning of recovery 


may reasonably be expected.

HE big idea now is to look as 

much like grandma as you can 

manage to do, Sweaters are 
knit with little collars, ties, jabots, 
ruffles—really! 

You have probably not séen any 
of them yet, but you will—ruffles 
down the front, ruffles round the 
neck, Sounds funny? Doesn’t it? 
But look at the sketches and 
change your mind. Old standards 
don’t have to last forever and here 
is ‘one having the skids put under 
it right now. 

These new sweaters look more 
like old-fashioned shirt waists than 
anything else in the world. They 
are knit by hand in loose, lacey 
stitches, so that the variance in 
the manner of the stitch gives one 
sort of contrast, while one color 
against another color of wool gives 
another bit of variety. 

Schiapparelli—she’s a real, hon- 
est-to-goodness artist at this sort 
of thing—has done the best of 
them.
